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SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


The summer term of this school was taught by Miss 
Marion Rapp, of Mason, and continued 9 weeks. 
Miss Raddin’s “good reputation as a teacher” was 
well sustained in this district, as it was acquired in 
others where she had taught, and her valuable servi- 
ces gave universal satisfaction. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. | 

The summer term of 10 weeks was under the charge 
of Miss Marra M. Apams, of Mason. Although it 
was her first experience in school teaching, it was a 
happy one. The order, interest and improvement of 
the school were unsurpassed by those of any other 
school in the town. Miss Adams kept what may be 
salled a live school, giving all interested in its welfare 
perfect satisfaction, and gaming for herself an excel- 
lent reputation as a teacher. Her success was well 
earned, for she brought with her qualifications and 
“aptness to teach,” a thorough devotedness to her 
work and a resolution and an energy to conquer suc- 
cess and aname. We can heartily commend her ser- 
vices to any district in want of a good teacher. 
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DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The Primary Department of the summer term was 
under the judicious and able treatment of Miss Ora 
Hopkins, of Mont Vernon, and continued with its 
wonted prosperity under her care 9 weeks. Her rec- 
ord in the past, as a teacher of “little folks,” was ful- 
ly sustained this term. 


The Grammar Department was under the care of 
Miss Atice C. Preston, of South Acton, Mass., and 
continued 9 weeks. Age and experience, with rare 
gifts of nature for- managing a school, are indispensa- 
ble qualifications to secure full success in this depart- 
ment. Miss Preston lacked the age and experience, 
but succeeded far better than we dared to hope at the 
school commencement. She had our sympathy dur- 
ing the term, and carried away our best wishes that 
she might receive the consideration of those whose 
patronage of good teachers is solicited. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The summer term was taught by Miss MARGARET 
B. Cumnock, of Mason, and kept 8 weeks. It was a 
good school, and gave the district general satisfaction. 
The good record of this teacher may be found in the 
report of the schools for the year 1867-8, which was 
well sustained this term. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Miss Marta H. Caanpuer, of Mason, taught the 
summer term of 7 weeks. She passed an excellent 
examination, and we are sorry we cannot report that 
the district was well satisfied with her school. Her

failure to govern well, was the principal fault to be 
found. Perhaps in another school and under differ- 
ent circumstances, Miss Chandler might have succeed- 
ed well. 
DISTRICT NO. 6. 

Summer term, taught by Miss LouisE F. CHAMBER- 
Lin, of Temple, kept 10 weeks. A capital teacher 
and a capital school. Her report for last year applies 
with equal propriety to her report for this. 


Dis PELG UNO 7, 


The summer term was under the direction of Miss 
}rorGIANA IncGaLus, of Mason,—8 weeks. The 
school appeared well, and we think it was a profitable 
one. A good degree of progress was manifest in all 
the branches taught. 


DISTRICT NO. &. 


Term, 8 weeks. Taught by Miss ELLen M. Wzs- 
ton, of West Townsend, Mass. It was her first ef- 
fort at school keeping, but in every way successful. 
Miss Weston manifested unusual skill for a new be- 
ginner, in controlling her school, and its order and 
progress were very commendable. We take pleasure 
in calling the attention of the committee men of Ma- 
son to her merits as a teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Ciara A. 
Wuereter, of Mason, continuing 8 weeks. A very 
good school. As Miss Wheeler has taught in this dis- 
trict before, we refer all who are interested to her for- 
mer good record, which was well sustained.

REPORT OF THE FALL AND WINTER TERMS. 


Appointed by the Selectmen early in the Fall to fill the vacan- 
cy caused by the removal of Mr. Emery from town, my first en- 
deavor was to ascertain the weak points of our system, and take 
steps to correct as far as possible the faults already existing. I 
have found in the teachers a corps of assistants ready and willing 
to aid to the extent of their ability in all needed reforms, or in 
carrying into effect any new regulations which seemed necessary 
or desirable. The first point to demand attention I found to be 
the primary studies; and to call particular attention in this di- 
rection, gave to the teachers in connection with their certificates, 
written instructions to give due attention to reading, spelling, and 
writing, even if the consequence should be a seeming neglect of 
studies often, but erroneously, considered of greater importance. 
This regulation has been enforced by frequent visits, and drill in 
these branches, and [ think evidence of good results may be plain- 
ly seen in the improvement in reading and spelling, as well as the 
fine specimens of penmanship to be seen in the neatly kept copy 
books in most of the schools. 


Another point to which attention has been called, is the neces- 
sity of an exercise in composition and declamation, to which most 
of the teachers, in conformity to’my request, have devoted a part 
of a day in each week, thereby avoiding the necessity of spending 
two or three of the last weeks of the term in making special prep- 
aration for examination. English grammar also merits more at- 
tention than it generally receives. Our text books in Reading, 
Spelling, Mental Arithmetic, and Geography, are not what they 
should be, and I cannot forbear expressing the opinion, in which 
I am sustained by nearly all the teachers, that the works thrown 
out by the change, were superior in most respects to those intro- 
duced in their place. The reading lessons, especially in the high- 
er grade of Readers, are much too difficult for the classes in which 
they are generally used. There are but few selections in the Fourth 
and Fifth Readers of Sargent’s series, of sufficiently easy construc- 
tion to furnish appropriate exercises for analysis and parsing for 
the classes in our schools. Orations and speeches furnish good 
material for a speaker, but for reading exercises, we should as a 
general rule, prefer narratives or other pieces of easy construction. 
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Guyot’s Geographies have also been tried and found wanting. 
More especially is this the case with the Intermediate. There may 
be advantages in taking a scholar around the world before teach- 
ing him the geography of his town, state and country, but we fail 
to perceive them. There may be some who would prefer the sys- 
tem of map drawing by triangulation, but for the district school 
we should from a fair trial of both systems, give the preference to 
free drawing. The same objections urged against Sargent’s Se- 
ries of Readers, hold good against Greenleaf’s Intellectual Arith- 
metic,—certainly a fine work for advanced classes in written 
arithmetic, but wholly unsuited for general use as a mental arith- 
metic in primary classes. Some of the more difficult questions 
furnish fine examples for algebraic solution. The scholars in some 
of our summer schools complained that their teachers were unable 
to solve some of the puzzles to be found in this fine work. Ihave 
not yet been able to find better texts in mathematics for the dis- 
trict school than Warren Colburn’s First Lessons as a mental, 
and Adams’s as a written arithmetic. 

As the law now stands we cannot introduce a new series for 
three years, but I would suggest the expediency of again taking 
up the discarded books, as the less of two evils ; although the su- 
perintendent might not be able in this case to secure his ten per 
cent. for introduction. 

The habit of changing from one school to another on account 
of real or fancied grievances, is a growing evil, and should be 
promptly checked. The proper place for a scholar to attend is in 
his own district, and the prudential committee should make care- 
ful inquiry before receiving a scholar from another district, dur- 
ing the session of his own school. It would also be: well in such 
cases for the prudential committee to consult the superintendent, 
as it sometimes happens that a scholar expelled from one school, 
will for a time attend another where his standing is not known. 

In some cases teachers have failed to make the records and state- 
ments in their registers, as required by law, causing serious incon- 
venience to the committee. I would recommend to prudential 
committees not to pay their teachers till they present a certificate 
from the superintendent that they have returned their registers. as 

‘the law requires. It would also be a matter of accommodation 
to the superintendent if teachers would enter the names of schol- 
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ars in their registers in alphabetical order, as a return of the whole 
number of scholars in attendance during the year, or any part: 
thereof, must be made to the State Sindh utendant of Public In- 
struction, as a basis for the division of the literary fund. The use 
of pet names and abreviations should also be avoided, and the 
name be written in full. 

There has been much complaint from some of the teachers on 
account of the great number of classes in their schools. If some 
satisfactory arrangement cou!d be made with parents, it would be 
much better that the teachers with the aid and advice of the su- 
perintendent, should prescribe a course of study, thereby securing 
a proper classification of the schools, and saving much time which 
would otherwise be lost. A teacher can give instruction to a class 
of twenty as well as to the individual scholar. 

In my report to the State Superintendent I have made return 
of five school houses unfit for their use,—an item not at all to our 
credit. The house in No. 1, with some further repairs and mod- 
ern furniture, might be made comfortable. The house in No. 5 
is not in a fit condition for use, and the same may be said of the 
houses in Nos. 6, 7 and 8. It is to bé hoped something will be 
done to each of these houses the present year. District No. 3 has 
now with some further repairs and a better supply of furniture 
three comfortable rooms, and as many departments. I would 
suggest to this district the propriety of organizing under the Som- 
ersworth Act, in which case such sums of money as might be 
deemed necessary in addition to the town appropriation could be 
raised, and the additional advantage secured of having the school 
under control of a committee chosen within the district. An eve- 
ning school, if properly sustained and a good attendance secured, 
would be of great utility in this district. 

The school in District No. 1 has been under charge of the same 
teacher during the year. The instruction during the winter term 
was thorough, the order good. The scholars appreciated the ser- 
vices of the teacher in their behalf, and made good progress, in 
their studies. 

In No. 2, we find some fine classes in primary arithmetic. In 
penmanship, this school carries off the palm. The scholars aver- 
age younger than any other school in town, with the exception of 
the Primary in No. 3. 
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The Fall term of the Primary School in No. 3, gave evidence 
of fair progress. The teacher’s health was not sufficient for the 
labor required of her. The teacher of the winter term accom- 
plished much in doing her work slowly and well. This is the most 
difficult school in town, and requires the most labor ; consequently 
should have the best teachers. The middle school has been under 
good discipline, and made good and sure progress. Here we 
found the best drilled class in town commencing written arithme- 
tic. Writing has also received due attention, and the copy books 
were very neatly kept. This is a very pleasant school, the scholars 
studious and attentive, and their general deportment good. 

In the Grammar School much of the teacher’s time during the 
full session was taken up in correcting the faults of the summer 
term, retarding to some extent the progress of the school. 


The winter term has been under the charge of two teach- 
ers. The first teacher labored under serious disadvantages. A 
thorough scholar, with good ability as an instructor, he failed to 
secure the co-operation of all the parents and scholars, and conse- 
quently did not accomplish as much as might otherwise have been 
expected. Compelled by ill health to leave the school the seventh 
week of the term, his place was supplied by a teacher who has 
proved in every respect “ master of the situation.” The results 
of the term have been satisfactory to the people of the district and 
to the superintendent, and it is to be hoped the people will con- 
sult their own interest in procuring his services for another year. 

Of the fall term in No. 4 we can say nothing, except that it is 
currently reported that there was such a term. We have as yet 
received no register, and do not know that one was kept. This 
district seems to manage its affairs in its own way, without much 
regard to law. 

The fall and winter terms in No. 5 were continuous, under the 
charge of a member of the district, teaching for the first time. 
The school appeared well when visited, and numbers among its 
members some fine scholars. 

The winter term in No. 6 was not as successful as it should have 
been. The teacher labored faithfully and conscientiously, but her- 
efforts were not appreciated by a part of herscholars. ‘Those pu- 
pils who chose to improve their advantages made good improve- 
ment. An energetic male teacher would seem to be desirable in 
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this school, if the district could afford the necessary expense with- 
out shortening their terms too much. 

The winter term of school in No. 7 was under good discipline. 
The work within the school seemed to be done carefully and thor- 
oughly. Had the teacher been a little more prudent in her con- 
duct outside the school room, our impression of the school would 
have been more pleasant. The term closed prematurely in the 
seventh week. 

The winter term in No. 8, suffered through the insubordination 
of some of the older-male members of the school. Much good 
was, however, accomplished, showing that under more favorable 
circumstances the term would have been a decidedly successful 
one. Considering the difficulties under which the teacher labored 
she is entitled to much credit. The school made good advance- | 
ment in the primary studies, and contains the best class in physi- 
ology in town. Ifthe people of the district have any regard for 
appearances or for the comfort of their children, they will repair 
the house before the next winter term. 
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In No. 9, we have one of our best schools. Good order and | 
studious habits characterized the term, and the examination at the 
close, gave evidence of faithful effort on the part of teacher and 
scholars, with corresponding results. In several of our schools 
we have had marked evidence of the benefit of employing teach- 
ers for two or more terms in succession. It is always best to re- 
tain a tried laborer, rather than change for a stranger in any 
business, and more especially in that of teaching. We should 
also raise the pay, especially of female teachers, if we would secure 
the best talent. We cannot expect to procure the best teachers 
unless we make their pay at least equal to that of the day laborer. 
It will be seen that the amount of school in the different districts 
varies from fifteen to twenty-eight weeks. There should be at 
least twenty-four weeks school in each district. 


That we may effect this change we should raise the town appro- 
priation at least three hundred dollars. In case we had no fund 
to draw from, we should be obliged to raise by town tax, at least 
the full amount at present appropriated for schooling purposes. 
It was never the intention of the donor that we should take ad- 
vantage of his gift to lighten the burden of taxation, but that the 
interest of the fund should be added to the amount which the 
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town would otherwise be obliged to raise, to increase the efficiency 
of our schools. The schools are also entitled to a part, at least, 
of the railroad tax, under the provision that railroad money re- 
ceived from the State treasurer “shall be appropriated as other town 
money.’ We should also strive to raise the average attendance 
to the highest possible limit. In our summer schools we find that 
there were two hundred and thirty-two names entered on the reg- 
isters as scholars; the average attendance one hundred and ninety- 
two; showing that forty scholars had been absent during the 
whole time the schools were in session. The whole number at- 
tending the winter terms, two hundred and eighty-one; average 
attendance, two hundred and twenty-three. Showing a loss from 
full attendance, of fifty-eight pupils. The law in regard to the at- 
tendance of children employed by corporations, has been enforced 
the past winter, for the first time, and in this connection I would 
acknowledge my obligations to Charles P. Richardson, Esq., the 
superintendent of the Columbian Co’s mills, for assistance in car- 
rying out the provisions of the law. Although there are still 
many imperfections in our school system, I think we may safely 
conclude that the standard is at least as high as in any of the ad- 
joining towns. With everything to encourage and inspire us for 
redoubled effort, let us labor more earnestly in the future than we 
have in the past to improve our public schools in which we are all 
so deeply interested. With thanks to parents, teachers and schol- 
ars for their uniform courtesy, and to friends of education for val- 
uable assistance rendered—I submit this report, not as being free 

from imperfection, but as showing in my judgment, the condition 
_ of the schools since they have been under my charge.
